About, 100 pounds of dry ice 
were dropped inte a cloud, the 
top of which was slightly be- 
low general level. After five 
minutes no visible results were 
observed. Aircraft flew on 
and made another test 20 milek 
away, dropping 160 pounds of 
dry ice into a second cloud. 
Within’ five minutes rain 
changes from within the cloud 
were recorded in the sircraft’s 
radar cquipment. ‘ 

Forty-five minutes after the 
second cloud was “infected”, 
the airernft dived to 8,000 feet, 
well below the cloud bsse and a 
pillar of rain covering at least 
20 square miles was seon to 
reach the ground, ‘: 

Subsequent questioning * of 
farmers in the vicinity confirm- 
ed the occurrence of an isolat- 
ed rain-storm. From the air- 
craft no rain was seen within 
100 miles of the two ‘Infected” 


clouds.

Scientists are now continuing 
their rain-making experiments 
in several ways, They plan to 
drop into clouds other hydros- 
copic particles, from which it 
is hoped that better rtaults may 
beyabtained.

They 
realise that they cannot ¢dreate 
rain from cloudless sky and for 
weeks on end over, drought-. 
stricken areas all that could be 
expected would be small cotton- 
wool puffs. of cumulus cloud.
